He went down in the 
suction which followed the last dive 
of the R-6 in the wierd circle of bril- 
liant light thrown' by searchlights of 
surrounding battleships.

Where Handicraft Reigns

WHITE PLAGUE STIFF 


In the Adirondack mountains in New Tork there 


is a sanitarium supported by the state, where only 
incipient eases of tuberculosis are admitted. 
And 


these incipient, or very early stage, cases are admit- 
ted only after a duly designated physician or two 
representing the /sanitarium shall have examined 
the candidate and decided that the tuberculosis is 
not far advanced. Advanced cases are not wanted. 


Why should the state spend money like that? In 


the first place, a good many patients are admitted 
to the sanitarium who have no tuberculosis at all. 
No doctor can positively say, and no test will defin- 
itely prove, that a patient has incipient 
tubercu- 


losis of the lungs when the affection is in its earliest 
stage and health as yet not appreciably impaired. 
It is merely a matter of opinion—and the physicians 
duly designated to pass upon the admissibility of 
patients are as likely to err in judgment as any or- 
dinary physicians anywhere. 
In the next place, a 


patient with incipient tuberculosis of the lungs is 
not a menace to the community in which he lives 
or to associates among whom he works or plays— 
he cannot infect anybody because there is no elimin- 
ation of tubercle bacilli in the incipient stage of the 
disease, no breaking down of lung tissue. 


On the other hand, there are hundreds of victims 


of lung tuberculosis whose disease is well adianced. 
who are sorel^ in need of sanitarium care, who may 
be endangering the health and lives of those about 
them, yet who cannot obtain 
proper 
sanitarium 


care simply because there is no suitable provision 
made to care for them. If the state has money to 
spend giving free care and treatment to wards who 
are not a menace to anybody, it is a disgrace that 
other wards who may and-do endanger those about 
them cannot be properly provided for. 


Speaking of incipient cases only, the sanitarium 


authorities do use that rule in practice to exclude 
undesirable patients, but nevertheless many a case 
advanced far beyond incipienoy is treated in the san- 
itarium. So that in practice it amounts to a public 
institution catering to a favored few. 


For most incipient cases of pulmonary tubercu- 


losis there is nu particular reason why the patients 
should reside under the same roof with physicians 
and nurses. 
They seldom require that degree of 


personal supervision, direction or control which is 
so vitally important in the cure of advanced tuber- 
culosis. 
And yet the state furnishes institutional 


care for them and hasn't room or funds to furnish 
the same thing for advanced-cases of tuberculosis. 


An institution open to incipient tuberculosis is of 


the greatest value as a center for the propagataion 
of the principles of hygiene upon which the cure of 
tuberculosis is based, but it seems Spartan to pro- 
vide this pampering care for the incipient cases be- 
fore we provide for the advanced cases.

But four years 
ago Hubbard turned his attention to 
the depot.

I 
find satisfaction in bringing- father's 
work to other people, and I can do 
things for him along that line that 
he never had time to do for himself. 


"The 
Roycroft community should 


go on in this way until something bet- 
ter can replace it—and I believe that 
is a long way off. He builded better 
than he knew." 


Hubbard's big idea, his son reminds 


you, was work. He contended that 
there is no such thing as menial la- 
bor. He said, "The man that has a 
job is lucky." It was one of his favor- 
it* axioms, and he played with the 
idea in all sorts of epigrams, such as 
"Happy is the man who has found his 
work." 


But though 
Hubbard regarded all 


work as sacred, he was discriminat- 
ing, enough to real^e that creative 
work is more interesting- and satisfy- 
ing 
than 
purely 
mechanical 
pro- 


cesses. So when he started his craft 
shop he installed machinery for on- 
ly the tedious processes. .For the rest 
he believed the old simple ways of do- 
ing craftsxvork were best. 


Works by Hand 


Men and women were set to work 


making things by hand, spending as 
much 
time a& necessary on 
their 


bookbinding, 
sawing, 
or 
modeling 


with no strict factory rules to drive 
them on. 


Hubbard further sought to insure 


contentment and industry by making 
bis factory cooperative. If a 
work- 


man had a share in the profits he fig- 
ured that there was nothing to fear 
from capital-labor difficulties. 


The shops he built of stones, which 


the fanners were glad to sell for a 
dollar a load. They are low, well tie- 
signed buildings, set in green lawns 
and partly covered •with vines. Hub- 
hard set out to make his shops 
at- 


tractive as another means of content- 
ing his workers, especially the boys 
and girls of East Aurora. He disliked 
to see the young people growing up 
restless on the little farms. Yet ho' 
disliked still more to hear that this 
one or that haj3 loft for the city.

The drouth 
this year, however, practically burned 
out the potatoes that were planted in 
sandy soil and whatever crop there 
is will come from heavy loam and 
clay soils. 


Lse Gardner of the town of Free- 


dorr is of the opinion that the potato 
crop in this section of the state will 
not average more than 25 bushels to 
the acre. Oswald reitung of the same 
township said: "This year potatoes 
are too small to pick up. There were 
no early potatoes at aJI. We planted 
three bushels and got five bushels 
back. If we do not have frost within 
the next two weeks the late potatoes 
still in the ground will be much larger 
because the vines are green and the 
potatoes are still growing. 


Otto Springstroh said that while 


more potatoes were planted in this 
county this year than ever before, still 
the crop would be only half of normal. 


Joseph A. Hodgins. citv sealer of 


weights and measures, believes that 


the potato crop for the county Is 
about 25 per cent less than normal 
and about BO per cent less than last 
year's crop. 


"Last year's crop." he said, "was 


about as much over normal as this 
season's is less than normal. Never 
theless I have seen fanners bring in 
some very nice potatoes this month. 
Although the potatoes are not large 
thoy .ire of nice size and of very good 
quality. 


"Potatoes on sale now range in size 


from that of a hen's egg to a. goose 
Otjg. This size is the most popular 
among: housewives because the pota 
toes are easy to handle and because 
they are free from hollows and dry 
rot, which is generally not time If 
they are exceptionally large. 


"Some of the potr.toes being sold 


are still green and may spoil easilv. 
Unless the potato is ripe when dvg 
it will chafe or peel easily and con- 
sequently rots more readily. Planters 
wait till the last minute to put in 
their potatoes, hoping in this way to 
evade the potato bugs. The crop has 
insufficient time to ripen properly and 
is sent to market in a condition sus- 
ceptible to rot. On this account the 
potatoes should be. handled more care 
fully."
